The amendment filed on June 16, 2005 has been considered. Although the amendment 
is supported in the previously claimed claim 10, it was not a part of the claims subjected 
to earlier prosecution. In the Abstract, the invention is high impact polystyrene having a 
honeycomb structure of rubber with polystyrene inclusions. As indicated in form PTOL- 
303, the proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration. Reference to Kamath'695 discloses the analogous process including the 
combination of two different types of polymerization initiators in the controlled amount of 
■ said initiators, col. 5, lines 8, 65, col. 15, lines 35-36, col. 12, lines 53-57. 
There are no polymerization process conditions. In order to have the amendment 
entered, the applicant may file a request for continuation examination (RCE) under 37 
C.F.R. 1 .1 14. The rejections of record have not been withdrawn.
